Take the first, when God said to Adam, "Where 
ait thon T " Then the one to Cain, " Where is thy 
brother." There ia no beating around the bash there. 
Pointed questions of the kind apt to arrest 
the attention and startle the conscience. W e need 
some pointed questions sometimes. Our con- 
sciences need deep probing. Whenever we have 
reason to ask these kind of questions we should 
not make them too smooth. Leave all the corn 
era on, or we might be misunderstood and tbey 
will not do the good intended. 

The North American Review for June opens 
with an article on "Harboring Conspiracy," by 
Prof. Henry Wade Rogers, who examines, in the 
light of international law, the diplomatic history 
of the United States and the national constitu- 
tion, the question as to how tar onr government 
may and roust go in suppressing plots against 
governments with which we ere at peace. Henry 
D. Lloyd, in the same number of the Review, 
showa how every branch of production ie coming 
under the control of "Lords of Industry," corpo- 
rations and monopolies. Elizabeth Stuart 1 'helps 
has an article marked by rare philosophic force 
upon the "Struggle tor immortality." Other ar- 
ticles of not less importance are : "Sociological 
Fallacies," by Prof. W. G. Samner ; "The Rise 
and Fall of Authority," by President J. C. Wei 
ling; "Walt Whitman," by Walker Kennedy; 
and a symposium on "Expert Testimony," by Roa- 
titer Johnson, Dr. W. W. Godding, T. O'Conor 
Sloane and Dr. Charles L. Dana. 

There ia a wheel-horse in every family — a 
wheel-horse in every community — a wheel-horse 
iu every congregation. There must naturally he 
some one to take the lead in every new under- 
taking. People somehow or other love to be 
looked up to — love to take the lead. This is all 
proper if the motive is a good one, and it is done 
unselfishly and for the benefit of others. There 
are, however, others who will put the gears on 
themselves, and proclaim themselves the wheel - 
horaejtheir ignorance and ambition soon gets 
them ' into trouble, and they stick in the mud. 
We had better go slow. Beware of those who 
harness themselves. It ia better for us to wait and 
see whether these kind of folkea are fit to be 
wheel horses. If they are, it is not very long be- 
fore, they will be found out. When every thing 
goea well, when the toad ia light and the roads 
good, it matters little who is wheel-horse. But 
when the wheels grind hub deep in the mud, 
then we want one that will pull, and pull hard. 
The wheel-horse cannot get the wagon out of the 
mad by himself, let all help and pull together and 
then it is easier work. 

A great deal ia said about the faith cures. 
Every now and then an instance ot faith cure is 
published abroad which elicits much comment. 
Some believe and some do not. The following 
we find in an old paper. There is a lesson in it: 
In the life of Lord Chief Justice Holt a curious 
anecdote is recorded. It appears that, when a 
young man, Holt happened on one occasion, with 
some companions, to atop at an inn in the coun- 
try, where they contracted a debt of auch amount 
that they were unable to defray it. In this dilem- 
ma they appealed to Holt to get them out of the 
scrape. Holt observed that the inkeeper's 
daughter looked remarkably ill and was told by 
her father she had the ague. Hereupon he 
gathered several plants, and mixed them together 
with a great deal of ceremony, afterward wrap- 
ping them iu a piece of parchment, upon which 
be had scrawled certain tetters and marks. The 
ball thus prepared he hung about the young 
woman's neck, and the ague did not return. Af- 
ter thie the never failing docter offered to dis- 
charge the bill, but the gratitude of the landlord 
refused any such thing and Holt and his compan- 
ions departed. When he became Lord Chief 
Justice a woman was brought before him accused 
ot being a witch. She was the last person ever 
tried in England for witchcraft. She made no 
other defense than she was in possession of a cer- 
tain ball which Infalliably cured ague. The ball 
was handed op to the Judge, who untied it, and 
found it to be the identical ball which he had 
made in his youthful days for the purpose ot 
earing the Woman's ague and paving his own bill- 
Where is Brown T A qneation like thie will be 
found in onr correspondence department. We 
are glad brother Gordon has raised the question. 
And brother Brown is not the only one who needs 
looking after. We wonder what has gotten over
